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Furthermore, itdoes not appear that 


Mr Bole 
has 
identified himself very 


seriously with the material interests of 
the county. Ifhe has enjoyed a lucra- 
tive practice, the profits thereof 
have 


not been invested in Amador 
county. 


He has not shown that he has faith in 
the future of his home county even 
to 


the extent of investing ina home. 


Contrast this with the showing made 


by Robt. C. Bole at the primary elec- 
tion last August. 
He had no opponent 


on the democratic 
ticket, 
and 
yet he 


received the smallest number of votes 
on either ticket, except 
the defeated 


cadidates 
who had opponents on their 


own ticket. 
He had the 
lowest vote 


inhis own town of Jackson, 
where he 


has lived for fourteen 
years. 
He 
re- 


ceived less votes in his own precinct 
than any 
other 
candidate. 


\u25a0 In that 


precinct he got 36 
votes, 
and Judge 


WJoods 
received 
66. 
His aggregate 


vote in the three 
city precincts 
was 


100, while Judge Woods received 
222. 


In the county the total vote 
for the 


present superior judge was 804, against 
445 cast for R. C. Bole. 
That doesn't 


look as though the people of Amador 
county were very favorably impressed 
with the qualification of Mr Bole for 
the judgeship, 
notwithstanding 
they 


have had so many years' acquaintance- 
ship to size him up on this proposition. 


The Dispatch scribe 
makes 
an 
un- 


fortunate 
allusion to the 
fact that 


Judge Wood was defeated for superior 
judge of Contra Costa county, 
usually 


a strong republican county. 
This is 


true, and the reason, 
which 
was not 


given by our cotemporary, 
was 
be- 


cause of a factional division of the re- 
publicans, 
and not owing to anything 


against the nominee. 
We may state 


that in Alamo, 
Judge 
Wood's home 


precinct, he received four votes to one 
for his: opponent, 
which sufficiently 


shows his standing in the 
community 


where he was best known. 


While President Taft carried 
Contra 
Costa county two years 
ago 
by 1716 
majority, Judge 
Wood at the 
same 
election, 
in the same 
county, 
was 


defeated for judge by 724 majority. 


The repreaentative 
of the 
Ledger 


has examined the records 
of the 
su- 


perior court of this county, 
and 
finds 


that Mr Bole, during his entire ex- 
perience at the bar, has tried but three 
criminal cases 
in the 
superior 
court. 


Duringhis entire fourteen years' 
ex- 


perience at the bar, he had conducted 
alone but eight contested 
civil cases 


in the superior court, and 
assisted 
in 


the trial of seven others. 


Bole's Experience 


Itis withno unkind criticism 
that 


we state that Mr Bole is wholly lack- 
ing in the experience 
essential 
for a 


judge of the superior court. 
He is an 


office lawyer, and lacks even the ex- 
perience that comes from the manage- 
ment of cases 
in court as a trial law- 


yer. 


the only experience 
that Judge 
Wood 


has had as a superior judge, has been 
as judge of the superior court of this 
county. 
This Ignores 
the six years' 


experience that Judge Wood had 
as a 


city justice and police judge of Oak- 
land, where he was daily engaged in 
the trial of cases. 
In some of the 


states, 
a man can not be chosen to fill 


the office of superior 
judge 
unless 
he 


has 
had 
previous 
experience 
as 
a 
justice of the peace or criminal magis> 
trate 
In this state, itis usually con- 


sidered essential that a superior 
judge 


should have had previous experience as 
a police magistrate or as 
district at- 


torney. 
An attack upon Judge Wood's 


qualifications 
and experience, 
neces- 
sarily invites an inspection 
of Mr 


Bole's record as a lawyer. 
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court; Hon. S. P. Hall, 
now justice 


of district court of appeals ; ex-super- 
visor court judge, 
A. L. Frick; ex- 


superior court, judge E. M. Gibson; 
Carl Cook, J. 
C. Martin; 
H. 
A. 


Moore, M. C. 
Chapman, 
Kobt. 
M. 


Fitzgerald, 
Phil. 
Walch, 
W. 
W. 


Foote, and many others. 


Before Mr Bole had his first case. 


Judge Wood wa« deciding cases argued 


by such eniment barrists as Hon. Vic- 
tor H. Metcalf, afterwards 
appointed 


secretary of the navy; Hon.

Melvin, now a justice of the supreme 


Fourteen years ago 
while Mr Bole 


was waiting 
for his first client 
in 


Jackson, 
Judge 
Fred V. Wood 
was 


acting as police judge in the city of 
Oakland. 
This court has a wide juris- 


diction, and covers 
all crimes, 
other 


than those punishable by imprisonment 
in state prison. 
Some 
of the ablest 


and most brilliant lawyers around 
the 


bay are engaged 
in practice in that 


court. 


The Ladies' aid society of 
the

E. church willselll confectionery 
in 


Geo. W. Brown's office on Main street 
to-morrow afternoon, 
for the benefit 


of tne church funds. 


Now here it is intimated that 
the 


judge in rendering his decision 
which 


declared that neither side was entitled 
to judgment, was governed by political 
motives— that he desired to 
court the 


favor of one or both parties 
thereby. 


By what process 
of reasoning 
the 


writerreaches such a far-fetched 
con- 


clusion,'we are not told. 
A verdict 


which gives benefit to neither plaintiff 
nor defendant, 
is not 
apt 
to please 


either party, 
and 
clearly shows 
that 


the 
judge ingiving such 
a decision 


was uninfluenced 
by political or per- 


sonal motives, but solely by a con- 
scientious sense of his duty and his in- 
terpretation of the law. 
It is plain 


that had the object been to gain favor 
the decision 
would have been 
with 


the one having the greater politicalin- 
fluenre. But being 
neutral, 
and 
dis- 


pleasing to both parties, shows clearly 
that politics had nothing 
to do with 


it. Nor does it follow that in an 
is 


sue of this nature one side 
must 
be 


right and the other wrong. 
The suit 


was to quiet title to a 
mining 
claim 


held by a possessory 
right, and 
the 


judgment like that made in about 
one- 


third of such cases, 
was to the effect 


that neither 
plaintiff nor 
defendant 


had taken the necessary 
steps to get a 


clear title. There is nothing 
so 
very 


unreasonable 
in that situation. 
We 


think the decision 
demonstrates 
con- 


clusively the independence 
and 
free- 


dom from bias of the judge who ren- 
dered it. 
Of course itdid not suit the 


lawyers on either side, 
one of whom 


was Mr Bole himself, 
but the sound 


reasoning contained in the decision has 
not been shaken by anything that has 
been shown to the contrary. It comes 
with bad 
taste 
to criticise 
that de- 


cision, in face of a pending appeal to a 
higher court to test the points raised 
therein. 
Itis said if Mr Bole had 


been 
judge, 
he 
would 
have 
found 


differently. 
Perhaps 
so, 
but 
that 


proves nothing ;itdoes not follow that 
he wouldhave decided more righteous- 
ly, or more in accordance 
with the 


laws 
governing the matter. 
It is 


nothing to the credit of Mr Bole to 
make the bald assertion that he would 
have interpreted the law differently.

friends, as 
so able' can't 
decide 
this 


case, 
there 
is 
something 
missing 


somewhere. Ibelieve Robert C. Bole 
would have decided it one way or the 
other, without fear and without favor, 
ifhe had tried it as a judere. Ihave 
heard some say around 
Volcano and. 
other 
places, that election 
time was 
coming and that the 
judge, knowing 


the influence of the Grillo family and 
of the Garibaldi clan of this county, 
did a littleelectioneering. 


The Dispatch is to be 
congratulated 


upon followingits customary 
practice

The County 
Hospital Expenses 


We herewith append fhe warrants 
cancelled against the hospital current 
expense fund from January, 1909. to 
October, 1910,- a period of 22 months. 
For the first four months tho institu­ 
tion was in charge of F. K. LeMoin. 
On April, 1909, he was removed and 
the present superintendent put in his 
place, for purely political reasons. 
It 
was contended that the change would 
not'adversely affect the interests of 
the inmates or of the county. 
We 
may state that during the last six 
months of the LeMoin administration 
the average number of patients was 
43. During the corresponding months 
of the present administration 
the 
average number of patients was 47 
an increase of 4. Otherwise the con­ 
ditions were about the same. 
The last grand jury after an investi­ 
gation reported th at the hospital was 
in a deplorable condition as regards 
i anitation. 
This report was hailed 
with derision by those whose business 
it is to look after such things. 
It is 
true, that much repair work has been 
done recently, which accounts largely 
for the heavy expenses of the last 
three months, which have run up be­ 
yond all precedent. 
It is also true 
t'iat repair work is all the time needed 
in an institution of that character. 
A 
good deal of this work under the last 
administration was done by the super­ 
intendent, with such help as he could 
get from the inmates. The figures of 
warrants cancelled are as follows: 


The Amendment 
Regarding Taxation 


All the realty boards of California, 
in their individual and also in their 
collective capacities, have endorsed 
constitutional am endm ent No. 3-, to be 
voted on at the coming election in this 
state. This am endm ent provides for 
the separation of state anc local taxa­ 
tion and for imposing a tax upon the 
gross earnings of corporatiions. Secre­ 
tary Leslie Burks of the San Francisco 
real estate board, reports th a t the San 
Francisco body, representing interests 
amounting to hundreds o l millions of 
dollars in San Francisco, is unanimous­ 
ly in favor of the measure. 
The Cali­ 
fornia real estate federation, in which 
is included all the local real estate 
hoards from one end of the state to 
another, has endorsed it. The boards 
in ail localities have taken separate 
similar action. 
In addition to this, 
the California state grange, which re­ 
presents the farming interests of the 
state, has adopted unqualified resolu­ 
tions of approval. 
The commercial bodies of San Fran­ 
cisco, including the cham ber of com­ 
merce of San Francisco and the mer­ 
chante’ association which have a mem­ 
bership of more than two thousand, 
large ‘business, shipping wholesaling, 
manufacturing and retailing, concerns 
adopted resolutions to the same effect 
some time ago. 
The commonwealth 
club began a discussion in July of 
the topic and cuneluded it in August 
when the amendenment was approved. 
An organized effort will now be made 
to have every voter in California in­ 
formed exactly regarding the 
pro­ 
visions and the beneficial nature of the 
amendment which, according to a re­ 
port ¡by the state commission on re­ 
venue and taxation, is designed to ac­ 
complish the following purposes: 
To separate state from local tax­ 
ation as, to sources of revenue, so as 
to abolish the necessity for equaliza­ 
tion between counties and to enable 
the counties and cities to raise more 
money for local purposes, if they so 
desire, 
without, 
afe 
now, 
being 
punished for so doing by being com­ 
pelled to pay an increased amount of 
state tuxes; to lessen the burden of 
taxation on the now overtaxed farmer 
and small real estate ow ner; also to 
insure a steady, adequate and non­ 
political taxation or public service cor­ 
porations and of the banks. Tho state 
commission on revenue and taxation 
has also reported th at if >the amend­ 
ment had been in force the taxes for 
tho state, this year, 
would have 
yielded $746,110 more than ‘under the 
existing system, which is on the basis 
of an ad valorem ta x levy. 
There 
would have been a gross gain of $8,­ 
876,709 to the farm er and small pro 
perty owner and a net gain, all loses 
in the county revenues being deducted, 
of $3,267,288. 
It is also sot forth by 
the state commission that the amend­ 
ment will effect complete separation 
of state and county taxation, and that 
no state tax will be necessary if the 
amendment is adopted by the people.

his competitors. No sane person will 
think for a minute that after having 
nominated a man that commanded 
their confidence, and after he had 
proven himself the triumphant leader 
of the people from one end of the 
state to the other, that they will de 
sert him for any uncertainty on the 
eighth of November. 
Moreover, there are indications on 
every hand that many of the strongest 
men in the democratic party are en­ 
rolling for the election of Hiram John­ 
son.

Let him usk 
himself that question and his answer 
will be, “ 1 must vote for the man 
whose defeat would please the machine 
politicians and the special interestsand 
the railroads." If Bell was elected 
with a hostile legislature, he would he 
met w ith many difficulties that John­ 
son would not have to face. 
The 
cause of progress lies with Johnson.

time until it will be a th in g of the past, 
All superintendents 
of mines are 
lending their best aid 
toward the 
stamp out this trouble, not because it 
is a jest, but because it is nuisance. It 
has already been proven that many 
minesjin the United .States that em­ 
ploys the same kind of labor that we 
have in the mines of California are in­ 
fected 
with 
the hookworm. 
Many 
people walking the streets of Jackson 
to-day are infected with 'hookworm, 
and have been for some time. 
This 
condition has been prevalent in our 
southern states for years and only re­ 
cently discovered. Rock feller has do­ 
nated $1,600.000 to stam p it out in the 
South iand the people never knew 
they hud it until it was called to their 
attention. The same holds true of the 
mines of California. 
The 
cure is 
simple, and effective and the preven­ 
tion is the observance of sanitary law». 
The eggs do not develop in the sys­ 
tem of the infected individual, but 
when deposited upon the proper soil 
and kept at the right temperature the 
eggs develop and gain their introduc­ 
tion into the human system through 
tho skin.

The superior court of Calaveras 
county, on October 17 handed down a 
decision in the case of Mrs Gardella vs 
the counties of Calaveras and Amador, 
in relation to the title to Big Bar 
bridge, spanning the Mokelumne river 
on the main road to Mokelumne Hill. 
The suit was brought lo quiet title to 
the bridge. Mrs Gardella was nego­ 
tiating with the boards of supervisors 
of the two counties to sell her interest 
in the bridge and the approaches 
thereto for the sum of $8000. 
The 
question of title arose, it being 
claimed that inasmuch as the origi­ 
nal franchise had long since expired 
by limitation, the bridge had become 
public property, and could not again 
be made a toll bridge by action of the 
supervisors. In 1898 a petition was 
filed with the board of supervisors of 
Calaveras county asking for a fran­ 
chise te collect toll. It was said that 
the bridge was out of repair and 
dangerous : that it would cost $4000 to 
repair it, and that the owner would 
put it in fit condition for travel pro­ 
vided a franchise to collect toll were 
granted by the board. It does not ap­ 
pear m the records that the two coun­ 
ties were unable to financially repair 
the bridge and keep it in proper con­ 
dition, although it was contended that 
this matter was discussed and that it 
was the ground of granting the fran­ 
chise for a toll road. At the trial in 
Calaveras, oral testimony was in­ 
troduced to correct this omission in 
the record. 
Members of the then 
board of supervisors were called to 
prove that the reason the franchise 
was granted was because of the in­ 
ability of the counties to assume the 
burden of its repair and unkeep. 
This testimony was admitted against 
the objection of the plaintiff’s coun­ 
sel, the district attorney of Calaveras 
county, who single handed attended to 
the people's side of the matter. 
The 
court held the franchise thus granted 
was within the jurisdiction of the 
supervisors, and thereby confirmed the 
title of Mr*. Gardella. 
Whether the case will be appealed to 
the higher court we do not know, al­ 
though Mr Keith, district attorney of 
Calaveras county, intimated that in 
the event of the verdict of the trial 
court being against him, he would 
appeal the case, as the only, satis­ 
factory course, where the sum of 
$1900 for each county is at stake, 
not appealed, it is probable that 
negotiations for purchase will be 
opened, and the bridge bought 
$8000, the price fixed by the 
pruisers.

Moreover, it has been an invariable rule never to al­ 
low a charge against any one, whether an official, or candi­ 
date, or otherwise, to be promulgated through these columns 
without the real name of the writer being appended thereto. 
We welcome the discussion of public questions of a general 
character under an anonymous signature, and realize the pro­ 
priety of such discussion without revealing the identity of the 
correspondent. It becomes a discussion of principles or ideas 
and the individuality of the writer is of 110 consequence. When 
personalities of a derogatory nature are indulged in, we have 
always insisted as a condition precedent to publication that 
the author’s name appear with the communication. 
Two 
communications appeared in our cotemporaries last week, 
with fictitious signatures. 
One published in Sutter Creek, 
claims to have been written by a resident of AmadorCity, and 
criticises John S. Davis, republican nominee for sheriff. The 
other was published in the Dispatch, and purported to come 
from Sutter Creek ; it assailed Judge Wood, republican can­ 
didate for superior judge. 
It is evident that both articles, 
as read between the lines, emanated from interested sources, 
and in furtherance of a concerted plot of illicit campaigning. 
That sort of electioneering is not tolerated by the Ledger. 
It ought to be specially resented at the polls by the people 
of Sutter Creek and Amador City, who are sluired by the 
imputation that such covert flings are indulged in by some 
resident of each of those towns. 
In adhering to the policy herein enunciated, we want it to

The proposition to bond the state for $18,000,000 to pro­ 
vide for a system of state highways, is a good one to defeat. 
That it will be defeated, and tliat badly, there is 110 room to 
doubt. 
This measure is practically friendless, outside of a 
few advocetes who have made the issue a pet liobby. 
Every 
section ts lined up almost solidly against it, so that the pos­ 
sibility of this huge bonded indebtedness may be eliminated 
from the minds of voters. 
Both the bond propositions for harbor improvements in 
San Francisco are worthy of support. 
Neither one will en­ 
tail one dollar of additional taxation, as the money necessary 
for the redemption of bonds and payment of interest as the 
same fall due will be raised by the receipts from wharfage 
and other charges collected on the San Francisco water front. 
An effort is being made from self-interested motives, to create 
a prejudice against the India basin act, calling for one mil 
lion dollars in bonds for securing and improving a tract of 
about sixty acres on an inlet known as Islais creek, which 
would prove a valuable acquisition to the city of San Fran­ 
cisco, and is necessary for its protection from private com­ 
petition in the way of harbor facilities. 
Those competent to 
judge say it is a good investment, and the tract should not be 
allowed to fall into private hands, even though it may not be 
actually needed for harbor purposes for many years to come. 
The systematic campaign that is beiug waged against this 
particular bond issue indicates that there is something behind 
the opposition, other than a desire to promote the common 
weal.

The $5,000,000 bonds in aid of the Panama-Pacific exposi­ 
tion in San Francisco in 1915. is the only proposition that 
is likely to affect taxpayers generally. 
As a matter of state 
pride, this appeals to every Californian for friendly consider­ 
ation, outside of the material benefits likely to flow there­ 
from. 
Every county iu the state will be repaid many times 
over for its contribution toward this exposition fund through 
this botid issue. Every county— and especially one with such 
manifold latent resources as Amador— should 'udorse the 
exposition bonds.
